Judge A. F. White, of near Fair- 
field, his sister, Mrs. M artha Reed, 
his daughter, Miss Mary White, and 
his son, Samuel White, were all se­ 
verely injured on Thursday evening 
when a rapidly moving freight train 
I struck Judge White’s large new* N or­ 
walk car about two miles from lai- 
i trobe. The automobile was wrecked be­ 
yond repair. 
Judge White, with his party, left 
i his home above Fairfield at midnight 
, last Wednesday to visit relatives in 
I .a trobe ami the trip Had been a de- 
‘ lightful one up to the time of the mis­ 
fortune. Samuel White was driving the 
machine and about two miles this side 
of Latrobe they were going along a t a 
good pace when they approached a 
I railroad track. There were high em- 
i b a ilm e n ts on l>oth sides of the road 
land none of the party saw or heard 
anything of the approaching freight 
! train. 
Just as the automobile reached the 
tracks the train appeared and struck 
it fairly in the middle

Judge Swope this morning appoint­ 
ed the following viewers 
for 
the 
Cham bersburg and Littlestown pikes 
recently taken over by the State High­ 
way D epartm ent and now under their 
control: G. W. Rower, of Biglerville; 
Hon. W. T. Ziegler and S. I). Reek, of 
G ettysburg; Hon. J. I . Neely, of Fair­ 
field; and Jacob C. Schriver, of Oxford 
township. 
These viewers will go over tho road 
and assess the damages due ‘the Cham­ 
bersburg and Petersburg 
Turnpike 
Company for the highway. Similar 
action it is understood is to be taken 
in the other counties through which 
the portions of the road pass, which 
w*ere taken o er by the Highway De­ 
partment. 
It is said that at I he time of the an­ 
niversary celebration a careful count 
was kept of all th* machines which 
passed through the gates and that this 
will be brought forward as a part of 
the claim ag ainst the State. 
The portions of the road in Adams 
County include parts of 
what 
are 
known as routes 43 and 12 under the 
Sproul Good Roads act. The portion In 
this county extends from near Willow 
Grove on the mountain through Cash­ 
town, 
McKnightstown 
and 
Seven 
Stars to G ettysburg, and from here 
through Littlestown to the .Maryland 
ine.

The constitution of the State pro­ 
vides that after the Governor has dis­ 
posed of the hills left in his hands by 
the le g isla tu re at the expiration of 
the thirty days after adjournm ent, it 
shall be the duty of the Secretary* of 
the Commonwealth, or some one re­ 
presenting him, to proclaim from the 
Capitol steps the tules of these bills 
reading them in a loud voice. On S at­ 
urday night, just after the witching 
hour of midnight, “when graveyard 
yawn and ghost- do walk,” this cere 
mony wa- perfon- rd. Of course Secre 
tary McAfee did not personally read 
the bills, but instead he sent Chief 
Clerk George I). 
Thorn, 
A ssistant 
Chief Clerk Wilson Isaac Fleming and 
Jam es C. Deming* r, of his staff lo per­ 
form the service. 
Accompanied by three Capitol po 
beemen to see that no ribald spec ta 
tors interrupted the ceremony 
and 
that everything was done in good or­ 
der, the three gentlemen proceeded to 
the rotunda of the 
Capitol, 
where 
standing a t the head of the great 
marble stairway, Mr. Fleming, with 
the 7,655,111 population of Pennsyl­ 
vania, according ti* the last census.

taels of silver. 
H is profit* are com 
pated Iii taels. 
W hen he m akes pay 
m eat he w eighs out th e silver ucconl 
lug to this unit. 
T he silver shoes vary in w eight from 
one to seventy-five taels. 
All s ilv e r 
shops and banks have forges, wrher*, 
th e silver Is m elted in Iron ladles and 
(toured into molds. 
T he sm elters w ith 
their ladles aud molds rem ind one of 
cooks. T hey *;lr th e silver w ith a pall 
of m etal clior/*ticks. To one not aw are 
of w hat they w ere doing It w ould Is 
natural to suppose th a t they w ere en 
gaged In concocting som ething good to 
eat.

MAKING GOOD ROADS BY 
BURNING UP POOR ONES 


“Gumbo'’ 
Roads 
After 
Being 
Fired 
Make Excellent Thoroughfares. 


niazlng a trail of good roads through 
th** south is not a figure of speech, but 
an actuality, for m any m iles of good 
roads ar** being m ade by aettiug fire to 
(KMir *»n**s, th e resu lt being w hat is 
know n uh a bake*! clay road. 
T here are bo poorer roads In al) the 
P ulled Stat*** th an th e “gum bo" rouds 
o f th e south, gum bo ls*ing th e nam e 
given a certain kind of m ud or £ lay 
that is p articularly sticky, clings te n a ­ 
ciously, setons to have no bottom and 
will not support any w eight. 
G om bo, 
how ever, co ntains a large percentage 
of organic m a tte r w hich will burn 
w hen dry, and as a result a road of 
this m at**riaI pr«»jK*rly prepared und set 
on fire em erges from th e fiery ordeal 
as a |»erfectly g<*od road und one. m ore 
over. th a t stay s ho for a considerable 
|H*r|od of tim**. 
T he process of converting a gum bo 
road Into buk<*<l clay begins by plow ing 
tip th** roadw ay and m aking ditches on 
th** shit s. 
Cordw ood Is laid in a sort 
of flooring at rosa th e fu rro w s w hich 
run crossw ise of th** ra id G reat lum ps 
of sticky gum bo are spread over tbta 
floor, along w ith m ore wood loosely 
strew n ul*out. 
Then a second floor of 
wood Is ^lid and th e w hole covered 
with gum bo, tum ped and rounded off. 
Fire Is now set to th e rout!, and the 
flumes rushing through th e furrow s, 
which serve as flues, Ignite th e wood. 
A fter th e heat has driven th** w ater 
out of th e gum bo this, tis*. Ignites, ar.1 
the actual cooking process Is in full 
swing. 
" It Is m ore th an m erely drying out 
the gum bo,” says C. II. Claudy in Mo­ 
tor. 
“ It Is a peculiarity o f th is gum bo 
th a t at low tem p eratu re It clinkers, am i 
these clinkers w hen broken lip are 
quit** different from th e original lum ps 
**f guilds). 
Th** clinker Is not only 
fairly hard, but lf properly burned 
will not m ake m ud w hen m ixed w ith 
w ater. 
In this Is th e triu m p h of the 
burned clay road. 
W hen th e fire has 
burned Itself out th e roadm aker has 
not only a thorough m ixture of dry 
clay and wood ashes, but a good depth 
of gum bo clinker, w hich bt* prom ptly 
proceeds ti) break Into sm all plebes to 
spread evenly and finally to roll and 
com pact into a real road." 
To all intents and pun>oses th e road 
so m ade is a fine dry stretch of crum 
bled brick.
